Re: Audit of Accounts - Town of Searsmont 
February 7, 1946 to February 3, 1947 


Cash: 


The cash balance at February 3, 1947, amounted to $3,662.84. 
This amount reconciled with the bank statement of the First 
National Bank of Belfast. 


All receipts as recorded by the Treasurer were found to have 
been promptly deposited in the bank. 


It was ascertained that all disbursements were made by check 
and that all warrants were paid in full. 
Accounts Receivable: 


The only account receivable outstanding was $97.45 due from 
the Town of Bowdoinham. 


Taxes Receivable: 


The 1946 tax commitment book was added and checked to 
the valuation book. The amount due from the Collector on this 
commitment is represented by unpaid taxes, as is shown on Sche- 
dule A-6 in detail. 


The prior year’s unpaid taxes are shown in detail on Schedule 
A-7. All collections as recorded by the Tax Collector were traced 
to the records of the Treasurer. It was ascertained that all uncol- 
lected 1945 assessments on real estate had been secured by tax 
liens. 


Tax Liens: 


The balance of the tax liens at February 3, 1947, was $774.80. 
The detail of the tax liens appears on Schedule A-8. Liens support- 
ing this detail were found on file and were examined. 
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Accounts Payable: 


The accounts payable at February 3, 1947, amounted to 
$12.55. Of this amount, $10.00 is due the State for State Aid 
Road and $2.55 is due the Collector for overpayments on 1946 
taxes. 


Notes Payable: 


During the year, $1,000 was paid on the outstanding notes, 
and $2,000 was borrowed for the repairs on snow plow equipment, 
as authorized at a special town meeting.

At this reporting, the new heating plant is being installed. 
By spending this amount of money and introducing a third teacher 
we have obligated our school system, according to the rules and 
regulations of the state department of Education. Immediate 
improvement are mandatory. 


The new laws in regard to salary for teachers were passed by 
the legislature, in nearly the form we predicted. We were allowed 
to continue until the close of last year, in June, on the old salary 
status. Thus, the higher salary regulations became effective in 
September. This year we need to pay the higher salary from town 
meeting to town meeting, and not just from September to town 
meeting. Basic salary for certified teachers is, by law, now not 
less than $1,500. The previous law fixed the minimum salary at 
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$1,000.00. This past year the state advanced money per teaching 
position as though we had paid at the rate of $1500 for the entire 
year. Therefore, our state money will be no more next year. We, 
however, must comply with the new law for thirty six weeks and 
not for approximately one half year. 


No longer is it a matter of local school committees saying 
what must be made available for public school expenses. The 
state and the public demands make budgeting very much a matter 
of simple addition. )

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public health nursing service is a service which is primarily 
interested in helping to attain and further a healthy community. 
The service includes interpretation and application of medical 
and social procedures for the correction of defects, prevention of 
disease and promotion of both physical and mental health. The 
public health nurse is interested in the health of the families that 
make up the community. 


The nurse visits a prospective mother to urge her to obtain 
adequate medical care and to discuss associated problems. When 
the child is born, the nurse instructs the mother in daily care of 
the baby. In a few cases provisions must be made for correction 
of abnormal conditions. Actual care of the baby is not given, but 
certain techniques are demonstrated. The preschool child is 
visited less frequently than the infant, but the service is the same. 
12 visits for maternal health, 33 visits for infant hygiene and 77 
visits to preschool children were made during the past year. 


When the child reaches school age, the nurse works with the 
teachers as well as the parent. The nurse visited the schools and 
talked with the teachers about health problems. 8 home visits 
were made to school children. 56 audiometer tests were given to 
determine hearing. Parents of children with defective hearing were 
notified by the teacher and will be followed by the nurse. Because 
so few requests for immunization were received, the regular school 
clinic was not held. The children were invited to attend the Child 
Health Conferences for the immunization. 


Handicapped children are followed by the nurse and some are 
seen regularly at the State Clinics. Any child needing the service 
of the State clinics for crippled children, pediatric cases or mental 
hygiene problems may be referred through the family physician 
and public health nurse. 3 visits were made for this service. 
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In the tuberculosis control program 5 home visits were made 
and 6 x-rays were taken at the State X-ray Clinic. 


The Searsmont Health Council sponsored 2 Child Health 
Conferences. 3 infants and 12 preschool children were examined 
by a physician. 10 small pox and 4 diphtheria immunizations were 
given. 

Public health nursing service is successful only to the degree ~ 
of the interest and cooperation of the families and the community. 
A more effective program is desirable, and it can be obtained 
through the increased efforts of townspeople who are interested 
in community health. Much credit for arranging the Child Health 
Conferences last summer is due the Health Council. Let us hope 
that this and other health services may be permanently included 
in the public health nursing program. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the Health Council, 
town officials, school personnel and others for their cooperation 
and support during the past year.
